1. I attended the first -working session of the Interagency 
Roundtable's subcommittee on materials development this week and came 
away with the feeling that the group takes its mission seriously. 

FSI and DU, the biggest publishers of language teaching materials in 
the government community, and the Office of Education, which funds most 
of the significant materials production in the academic community, 
were represented. The subcommittee is aware of the GAO's concern 
about duplication of effort in this area and plans to review and report 
on everything that anyone except commercial publishers is producing or 
planning to produce. It will not concern itself with area materials, 
but will keep track of new texts, tapes, self-study packages, visual 
aids, PAI efforts, and possibly new developments in CAI as applied to 
language training.
